1 . 1 am a co-inventor of the above-captioned application and am employed by the 
owner of the application. 

2. Attached are seven laboratory notebook entries (with dates blanked out) all dated 
prior to May 31, 2000. The laboratory notebook entries provide the components of three striped 
antiperspirant products that I prepared. The antiperspirants products included a composition, 
having two portions, within a container. The container was a standard commercial container. 
One portion was a central blue portion (the stripe), which was surrounded on two sides by a 
white portion (the second portion). The three striped antiperspirant products are N, O, and P 
listed in the printout on the first notebook entry. The second laboratory notebook entry is the 
white portion of N; the third entry is the blue stripe portion of N; the fourth entry is the white 
portion of O; the fifth entry is the blue stripe portion of O; the sixth entry is the white portion of 
P; and the seventh entry is the blue stripe portion of P. 

3. In the formulations provided in the laboratory notebook pages, APEX is an 
aluminum-zirconium salt within the formula recited, for example, in claim 1 ; MP70 castor wax is 
a high melting wax; and DC245 is a volatile silicone.

4. The antiperspirant products referred to in paragraph 2 included an application 
surface suitable for contacting an underarm to apply the composition. That was the intended use 
for the antiperspirant product. The blue striped portion of the product comprised between 1 6% 
and 1 7% of the application surface, and the white surrounding (shell) portion comprised the 
remainder of the application surface. See the first notebook entry, upper line ("outer shell 
(83.55%)" and "inner stripe (16.45%)").
